MOUNTING THE 
VOLUME CONTROL 

The voiume controi is designed to be 
mounted in a standard eiectricai waii 
box. Seiect a iocation that is: 

• Within reach of the speaker wires 

• Easy to reach for using the voi- 
ume controi 

Warning: You must mount the voiume 
controi in a standard eiectricai box. Do 
not mount it directiy on a waii.

important: 

• Overtightening the screws might 
damage the waii piate. 

• Some eiectricai waii boxes are a 
non-standard size. Be sure that 
you measure the waii box before 
you mount the voiume controi. 

1. Run wiring from the sources 
through the eiectricai box.

2. Connect the wiring to the voiume 
controi (see “Connections” on 
Page 2). 

3. Insert the two suppiied short 
screws into the hoies on the voi- 
ume controi’s waii piate. 

4. Piace the voiume controi in the 
eiectricai box as shown above and 
secure it with the screws. 
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CONNECTIONS 

Note; Your local RadloShack store 
sells the necessary speaker wire to 
make the connections. 

Caution; Letting stray wire ends touch 
an adjacent terminal, the mounting 
brackets or screws, or the metal sides 
of the electrical box could cause a 
short circuit or damage a speaker.

1 . Strip off V 2 Inch (12.7 mm) of Insu- 
lation from each end of the ampll- 
fler/recelver and speaker wires. 

Caution; Be sure to follow the 
correct polarity (+ to - 1 - and - to -) 
when making connections. Im- 
proper connections might cause 
poor stereo reproduction and re- 
duce the bass response. 

2. Insert the ampllfler/recelver's + 
and - left speaker output wires 
Into the volume control's INPUT L+ 
(left positive) and L- (left negative) 
terminals, then tighten the screws. 


3. Insert the ampllfler/recelver's + 
and - right speaker output wires 
Into the volume control's INPUT R+ 
(right positive) and R- (right nega- 
tive) terminals, then tighten the 
screws. 

4. Insert the left speaker's + and - 
wire ends Into the volume con- 
trol's OUTPUT L+ and L- terminals, 
then tighten the screws. 

5. Insert the right speaker's - 1 - and - 
wire ends Into the volume con- 
trol's OUTPUT R- and R+ termi- 
nals, then tighten the screws. 


OPERATION 

1 . Set the ampllfler/recelver's vol- 
ume control to minimum by turn- 
ing It fully counterclockwise. Then 
turn on the ampllfler/recelver and 
set Its volume control slightly 
above the normal listening level. 

2. To Increase or decrease the re- 
mote speaker's volume, turn the 
wall-mount volume control clock- 
wise or counterclockwise.
